STORM S. 


A H o tel on L a k e C h am p lain 
C on sid er­ 
ab ly D a m a g ed . 


T r o y (N. Y.), July 8th —Reports were received 
at the railroad station late to-night th a t the 
Bluff Point Hotel, on th e shore of Lake Cham ­ 
plain, ow ued by the Delaware aud Hudson 
Railw ay Company, was blown into th e lake this 
afternoon, aud several lives lost. It is know n 
th a t a severe storm , am ounting alm ost to a 
cyclone, raged in th a t vicinity to day, but the 
wires are all down, and no particulars are ob­ 
tainable. It is reported from Saratoga th a t near 
the Bluff Point Hotel a num ber of persons out 
in rowboats w ere lost. Sixteen or m ore are 
said to be missing. 
* 
L a t e r —General Paasenger Agent Burdick, of 
the D elaw are aud Hudsou, left here after m id­ 
night lor Blnff Point. 
He said th at the latest 
inform ation was th at while the hotel was co n ­ 
siderably dam aged, only one life was lost. The 
storm w as of extrem e severity. 
The passengers on the train w hich reached 
here a t 2 a . m. from M ontreal say th e storm 
was general Irom Rouse’s Point to W hitehall 
M any houses at Rouse’s P oint and other towns 
along th e lake w ere destroyed. I h e Bluff Point 
Hotel, they state, is seriously dam aged, but no 
one w as injured. One oi th e guests, nam e un 
know n, w ho was out iu a row-boat, was 
drow ned. 


B u r l i n g t o n ’, July 8th —The storm this after­ 
noon w as the worst known (or years, and sev­ 
eral private yachts had narrow escapes from 
sinking. The steam tug Little N ellie. Captain 
Clarke, o r W illsboro, foundered off Rouse’s 
l ’oint and sank, w ith Captain Clarke, his son 
and th e engineer, whose nam e is uukuow u, on 
board. So tar as learned uo lives were lost in 
this im m ediate vicinity, but great dam age w a s 
done to property. 
P lattsbcbg (N. Y.), July 8th.—A terrific w ind­ 
storm passed over this city this afternoon. 
Several lives were lost and aii im m ense am ouut 
of dam age done in a very short tim e. 
Huge 
trees w ere snapped off and uprooted, houses 
were unroofed and shattered, aud th e w ildest 
excitem ent ensued. 


IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


P i t t s b u r g (Pa.),July8th —A storm in W estern 
Pennsylvania and E a-tern Ohio to night did 
great dam age. Trees were blown dow n in s 1 
directions, roads blocked everyw here, and wire 
com m unication interrupted. At Erie William 
Sm ith was killed aud his sister stunned by 
lightning. 
IN MAINE. 


W i n t h r o p (Me.), July 8th.—At 8:30 to-night a 
very severe Btorm set in, accom panied by al­ 
most incessant th u n d er and lightning, together 
w ith a heavy gale. Many houses were more or 
less dam aged. The belfry of the M ethodist 
C hurch was blown off a D d fell upon Chester 
Shaw 's house, w hich collapsed under the weight 
of th e belfry. Mrs. Shaw w a s fa'ally injured. 
The other m em bers of the fam ily had a narrow 
escape. No other fatalities are reported, but 
several are badly iDjured. 


IN OHIO. 


C i.e v e i.a n o , July’ 8th.—A trem endous w ind 
storm from the northw est struck this city this 
evening and did great dam age to property. 
F reight cars w ere overturned on the railroads 
and the great hoisting m achines at the ore 
docks 
were 
com pletely 
destroyed. 
Many 
houses were badly dam aged, and the losses w ill 
aggregate 8200,000. The sam e storm did m uch 
dam age a t Canton, but no one was injured. 


IN DAKOTA. 


S t . P a u l , July 8th.—A Jam estow n (N. D .) 
special to the Pioneer Press savs: Y esterday 
m orning a hurricane did great dam age to the 
Jam es river valley. John Fosherg, a farm er 
near Jam estow n, was killed, and his wife and 
baby fatally injured. In the southern part of 
th e countv, in a strip ten m iles long and four 
m iles wide, the crops were annihilated. The 
hail was terrific, and 5,600 acres of grain were 
destroyed.

P o r t l a n d , July 8th.—Charles A. H ewitt, a 
w ell-kuow n attorney of th is citv, was shot and 
killed at sellw ood to-day by Charles Belgrade, 
proprietor of the St. C harles Hotel, at Sellwood. 
Belgrade, a fter the shooting, com m itted suicide 
by cutting his throat from ear to ear w ith a 
razor. 
The im m ediate cause of the shooting cannot 
be leam t-d, as the m en w ere alone w hen the 
quarrel occurred. 
It is supposed, however, 
to have grow n out of a divorce suit now pendiug 
betw een Belgrade and his wife, who was repre­ 
sented by Hewitt. 
Last night the two m en were d rinking to­ 
gether iu Clayton's saloon opposite Belgrade’s 
hotel, aud both are said to have been under the 
influence of liquor. 
Belgrade, who was living 
alODe. prevailed on Hew itt, about 11 p. m , to 
accom pany him hom e. The men then w ent to 
B elgrade's house, and retired tor the night, oc­ 
cupying the sam e bed. T his forenoon they 
were seen together again, still drinking. Leav­ 
ing Clayton’s saloon they returned to Belgrade’s 
house. 
Shortly after noon the people heard the re­ 
port of tnree pistol shots issue from the house, 
and a few m inutes afterw ard Hew itt was seen 
to come out of the back door, clotelv pursued 
by Belgrade, w ho was carrying a’ snotgiiu. 
IN hile running, liew itt was calling to Belgrade 
not to shoot him . After going a short distance 
he fell on his knees, it is supposed irom w eak­ 
ness. as he had received a m ortal wound whi.e 
in the house from a pistol shot 
W hile ou his 
knees H ew itt again besought Belgrade for God’s 
sake not to shoot him . 
Rising to bis feet, he 
again started to run, w hen Belgrade raised the 
shotgun to his shoulder an d fired. 
Hew itt ran 
a distance of about forty feet and fell on his 
face. Bystanders rushed to him aud turned 
him over. He gave oue gasp aud expired. The 
fatal shot struck him in th e left side and m ade 
an ugly wound. 
After H ew itt had fallen Belgrade returned 
to the house. No one had the courage to follow 
and arrest him . In a few m inutes the Coroner 
and Deputy Sheriff arrived at the scene of the 
killing, 
w hile the body of Hewitt was being 
cared for the Deputy Sheriff yveut to the house 
for the purpose of arresting Belgrade. Going 
into the room he found him lying on th e floor 
in a pool of blood, dead, yvith his throat cut 
from ta r to ear, holdiug a hlood-stained razor 
iu his right haud. Ou the wall before th e body 
yvas hanging a circular m irror, and Belgrade 
had evidently stood iu front of the m irror 
yvhile outline his throat. In this room was also 
found the p i'tol w ith w hich Belgrade firs; shot 
Hewitt, all the cham bers being em pty. 
Both of the bodies w ere 
brought to the 
Morgue, and an inquest w ill be held to-morrow. 
The affair caused great excitem ent in this city, 
aud large crowds visited the Morgue to view 
the rem ains. 
Heyvitt was 43 years o f age. 
He leaves a 
widow and considerable property. 
Belgrade 
was a well-knoyvn character about 'th e city lor 
a num ber of years and is said to have borne an 
unsavory reputation.

The paper also points out th at the am ount 
of m ail m atter going from th is port to the 
Colouies is nearly fifteen tim es as great as th at 
com ing this yvay, and th a t ill 1889 the exports 
of m erchandise from A m erica to the Colonies 
am ounted to 82,251,000, w hile the im ports from 
the Colonies am ounted to but 81,622,000, shoyving 
a balance ot trade in favor of Am erica. 
The Journal of Commerce declares th at in 
view of th e present circum stances the end of 
steam com m unication betw een Am erica and 
tbe British colonies iu the South Pacific is near, 
and deem s it im perative th a t Congress s rould 
devote early and prom pt attention to the sub­ 
ject.

It is hoped to enlist every frugal person in 
any way connected w ith the railroad as a part­ 
ner on a basis of the utm ost liberality to the 
sm all proprietor. It is not proposed to’form a 
savings bank or benevolent association, the e x ­ 
perience of the com pany being th at the m en 
prefer to handle these m atters them selves. The 
purchaser may at any tim e have his contract 
cancelled and his money returned to him with 
interest. Thus the com pany assum es the entire 
risk of a fall iu the price of the shares aud the 
expense of doing the work 
President Fish’s belief is th a t if this plan is 
properly presented, it w ill induce Rreater thrift 
am ong the m en, and through th eir exam ple 
spread am ong the people a habit of savings and 
investing in securities of the railroad w hich 
runs past th eir doors.

A PLAIN STATEMENT. 


A t no time in its history has the Rec- 


o r d -U n io n advised the people of Sacra­ 


mento concerning the administration of 


city affairs, and made a mistake. 
It 


would not advise voters to vote “ves” to­ 


day if it were not deeply impressed with 


the wisdom, economy and necessity for 
such action. 


The question to be voted upon to-day is 


a very simple one, and we can make it 
clear in a few words: 


The general and immediate improve­ 


ment of the streets of the city is a con­ 


fessed need. No man is to be found who 


prefers a mud street to a graveled one. 


The latter conserve public health, better 


drainage, enhanced values, good repute of 


the city and the comfort and enjoyment of 
the people. 


I nder the Vrooman law, passed in 1885, 


the cost of improving streets must be as­ 


sessed per front foot against adjacent 


property. 
Formerly in this city con­ 


struction of intersections of streets was 


paid tor out of a fund assessed against all 


tax-payers, whether properly-owners or 


not. 
The Vrooman Act broke up that 


policy, unfortunately, and since then the 


cost of intersection work is also charged 


against the owners of street realty, but 


during that time little work has been 
done. 


Intersection work about equals one- 


fourth the cost of street improvement in 


the blocks on either side. 
We are to vote 


to-day whether we will return to the old 


system by a new method. That is to say, 


it is proposed to pay one-fourth the cost of 


street work out of a general fund. Thus 


all who use streets, all who are benefited 


by city advancement, will bear a share of 


the cost of attaining greater pnosperity. 


Rut it is not wise or desirable to levy 


taxes directly to raise this one-fourth. It 


is therefore proposed to authorize the Trus­ 


tees to issue certificates of credit, in all 


not to exceed $100,000, at a low rate of 


interest. These are to run twenty years, 


but only as many will be issued each sea­ 


son as are needed to pay one-fourth the 


cost of such street work as the people 


choose to have carried on. The money 


cannot possibly be used for any other pur­ 


pose than that specified in the bond and 


ordinance. 


We now pay from $15,000 to $28,000 


each year to patch up the dirt streets that 


each winter renders impassable and in­ 


capable of carrying oil the drainage water. 


The sum we thus expend is greater than 


the interest on the certificates of credit or 


bonds each year to be used with as much 


of the principal as is to be paid added. 


Hence to issue the bonds will result in two 


desirable things, to w it: First, enable 


property owners to build good streets; 


second, pay for the street work thus ac­ 


complished out of the general wealth to 


the extent of one-fourth the cost, and 


leave the city in pocket a handsome sur­ 


plus over the old cost of annually rounding 
up dirt streets. 


Besides being a money-making and tax- 
reducing proposition, therefore, it will 


give us all the other benefits that flow 


from good streets and free communication 


with the country. 
It will give extended 


labor to a large number of men, employ 


more teams than now or ever before en­ 


gaged in street work, and will thus stimu­ 


late building, trade and general pros­ 
perity. 


It puts no improper burden on the rising 


generation, for under the law we must pay 


one-twentieth of the sum we borrow each 


year. 
But, as has been said, the figures of 


official expenditure show that the sum 


paid for rounding and patching a street of 


mud each year will more than equal that 


one-twentieth and the interest ou the loan. 


So that we will really get the net; street tcork 


vrith less outlay than if ire retain the old 


style o f m u d streets, and the new streets will 


inure as much to the benefit of those to 


use them ten, and twenty years hence, as 


to those of us of to day. 


This is certainly a simple and under­ 


standable statement, and with it before 


him no man can say that he does not com­ 


prehend the proposition. 
In brief re­ 


sume it is th is: 
By voting “yes” to-day 
you will secure improved streets at less 


cost than it will require to retain the old 


streets and patch them up each year. 


If a man needed a new house and it 


could be shown to him that the rent he 


pays for the old one will give him a new 


one and leave him a balance over, and that 


he can secure the new house without ex­ 


penditure of any more capital than he 


monthly pavs for rent and taxes and re­ 


pairs and other costs, would he not be an 


unwise jierson to refuse to take the new 


dwelling, and adhere to the old one at a 


greater outlay? 
Yet that is precisely 


what the opponents of the proposition of 


to-dav advise. 


REDUCTION OF TAXATION. 


Let it not l»e forgotten to-day that the 
affirmative of the improvement bond ques­ 
tion means an absolute reduction o f taxa­ 
tion. This is as easily demonstrable as 
that two and two make four. The cost of 
maintaining dirt streets that have to be 
made over each year is in excess of the 
aggregate of interest upon the money the 
city pro|K>ses to contribute to property- 
owners to make such streets permanent, 
and in excess in addition of the annual 
reserve required under the law to pay the 
principal of the bonds that may be issued- 
To simplify. Strett repairs in 1890 
under the old system cost the taxpayers 
$2S,000. Suppose all the streets had l>een 
improved and that we had expended 
$100,000 to secure that result; that on 
that sum we peid $5,000 interest and one- 
twentieth of the principal, $5,000. Admit 
that there would still be necessary ex­ 
penditure for street repairs of $3,000. 


Our total output for the year would have 
been $13,000 instead of $28,000. 
But in the second year we would have 
interest to pay on $5,000 less and the third 
year $10,000 less, and so on. So that 
each year as we pay off the borrowed 
money our interest account decreases and 
our saving as compared to maintaining un­ 
paved streets would increase also. 
AY hen, therefore, the man who has 
already paid for intersection work says, 
“1 vote against the bond proposition be­ 
cause it taxes me anew” he practically 
says : “I prefer to pay taxes annually to 
raise $28,000 to round up and repair 
streets than to pay taxes to raise the first 
year less than half that sum, the second 
year still less, the third year still less and 
so on. 
But all this is on the assumption that 
$100,000 of bonds will issue the present 
year, whereas there will not be issued 
more than $30,000, for the good reason 
that no more than $120,000 worth of street 
work can be accomplished this year. 
But 
bear in mind tha^Aiy no process can the 
cost of patching up dirt streets be elimi­ 
nated or lessened except by permanent 
street improvement. 
Put $30,000 into 
permanent paving and there it is to show 
for itself as an investment for an age. Put 
$28,000 into rounding up dirt streets next 
year, as you have this, and when the 
clouds gather and the rains fall your in­ 
vestment will disappear beyond possibility 
of recovery. 


TO FRIENDS OF IMPROVEMENT. 


One vote “No” equals two votes “Yes” 
to-day. 
It is therefore necessary that you 
who favor the street improvement scheme 
shall go to the polls and stay there all day 
long. 
Meet voters, find how they stand. 
If they are against the improvement 
scheme, ask them why, and correct their 
errors of misapprehension, for no man to­ 
day who clearly understands what he is 
about will vote “No.” 
Do not get together in knots and talk 
with each other. The believers do not 
need to be labored with. 
Every man owes 
something to the town he lives in. 
You 
owe to Sacramento one day’s hard, tireless 
work, and you should put it in at the polls 
to-day. 
If by your neglect the Improve­ 
ment scheme is beaten, you will have cause 
for ceaseless self-reproach, and the city for 
endless shame. 
The whole future of Sacramento may 
depend upon the verdict of this day at the 
I>olls. 
Let the whole people see that you 
have interest enough in the town to stand 
Its friend to-day and all day. 
Be not mis­ 
led by assurances that the proposition will 
carry. 
We assure you that it is in danger 
from open foes, secret enemies, misappre­ 
hension, luisinfcrmatioD, and all manner 
of self-interest on the part of those who 
wish to continue to live off of our present 
foolish system of remaking our streets 
everv vear.

“O h! 
but 
the 
enormous taxation,” 
exclaims the opponent of the improve­ 
ment scheme. 
Is it enormous? 
You 
who have $1,000 listed on the assess­ 
ment 
roil 
will pay on 
an 
issue of 
$30,000 of the bonds the first year 
the enormous sum of 20 cents. 
You 
pay thrice that sum to round up the very 
streets that improvement under the new 
plan will render unnecessary to be shoveled 
over and rounded up. 
Why, if the whole 
$100,000 should be expended the first year, 
your tax on $1,000 assessment would not 
be 75 cents, friend ! 
Whereas, if you de­ 
feat the improvement plan, your tax on 
the rounding-up system will more than 
twice exceed the tax under the improve­ 
ment system. 
Where is your arithmetic, 
where your economy, where your business 
wisdom, in the face of these figures, which 
are official? 


TO OPPONENTS. 


The opponents of street improvement 
say, “We have paid for intersection work, 
now you want to tax us for the streets of 
others—let them do as we did.” 
This is sophistical. 
It was not the fault 
of the city that you paid for intersection 
work. 
It is not intended to tax you for 
new street work, nor will you be so taxed. 
W hy should you now object to that 
which will enhance your values? 
Whv 
opjK>se doing that which will not cost you 
as much as you uow pay for [latching and 
smoothing each vear the streets of others 
who will not or cannot improve them? 
You will not save a solitary cent if the 
proposition of to-day is defeated. But if it 
carries, your taxation for general street 
work will be just as much less as is the 
cost of maintaining a graveled street less 
than the cost of rounding up and regrad­ 
ing a dirt street annually. 


DON'T BE IND IFFERENT. 


Do not be indifferent to-day. 
Every 
one who is so derelict as to neglect to vote 
to-day, and who is a friend of the p'oposi* 
tion at issue, really casts a vote against 
the improvement plan. 
The opponents of 
the proposition will all vote, and every­ 
one of such votes equals two for the plan. 
Friends of the idea will therefore see how 
important it is that a large affirmative 
vote shall be cast. 


S a n D ie g o put a quarter of a million 
into a street and sewer system, borrowed 
the money to do it and made money by 
the scheme; Stockton voted $100,000 bonds 
two months ago to improve her streets • 
Isrs Angeles spent $1,000,000 upon her 
highways; Woodland has laid out $50,000 
upon hers in a brief tim e; Fresno has ex­ 
pended $300,000 to pave all her streets; 
San Jose borrowed $75,000 to perfect her 
streets. Shall not the Capital city venture 
to expend so much as $30,000 to lift her­ 
self out of next winter’s mud, and the mud 
of all time to come? 


W e now have it officially that negotia­ 
tions concerning the Behring Sea question 
have not been broken otf, and that there 
is no truth in the story that the dispatch 
of British shi[>s to northern waters has 
any reference to the closed sea question. 
It would have been strange and unprece­ 
dented had England sent ships of war to 
the sea [sending negotiations for a settle­ 
ment of the seal fishery matter.

The price of two good 
cigars, the cost of two drinks, half the cost 
of admission to a single game of baseball^ 
will pay the tax on $1,000 assessed valua­ 
tion that will he necessary under the im­ 
provement plan to be voted upon to-day.

PROSPECTIVE LABOR OF THE STATE 
RIVER AND HARBOR BOARD. 


E n g in e e r G ro n sk y R e p o rts o n H ie N eed s 


o f th e S a c ra m e n to a n d S an 


J o a q u in R iv e rs.

The Board of Engineers whose duty it is, 
under the law, to examine the rivers 
and harbors of the State and report on 
their condition, with a view to the im­ 
provement of the same, will set out on 
their labors at once. -As a guide to1 their 
movements. C. E. Grunskwf one of the 
members of the Board, has 'made the fol­ 
lowing report, outlining the scope of the 
work to be done: 
To the President of the Examining Commission on 
Rivers and H arbors-D e a r s ip . : H aving been re­ 
quested to outline the scope of the work w hich 
this Commission can undertake in the very 
short period of tim e at its disposal, 1 now sub­ 
m it the following for consideration . It is m ade 
the duty of the Commission to exam ine fullv 
and caiefully into th e condition of the Sacra­ 
m ento and San Joaquin rivers and to determ ine 
w hat steps are necessary for the rectification 
and im provem ent of these rivers, and to pre­ 
sent the results of this exam ination in a rejw rt 
to the Govenor on or before the 1st dav of Oc­ 
tober. 1899, In such form and contain ine such 
calculations, specifications and estim ates that 
It m ay by Congress be m ade the basis of an ap ­ 
propriation for the im provem ent of Sacram ento 
and San Joaquin rivers. 
The purpose for w hich this Commission was 
created is prim arily therefore th at of devising 
a proper system of river treatm ent tor the per­ 
m anent im provem ent ot our rivers, and the 
Commission is specially charged to direct its at­ 
tention to the two great rivers of the State, the 
Sacram ento and the San Joaquin. 
It is a well-kunwu fact th a t no appropriation 
by Congress for the im provem ent of rivers or 
harbors cau be hoped for, unless the expendi­ 
ture o f m oney for the c .n y in g out of such im ­ 
provem ent has been recom m ended 
by 
the 
proper departm ent, and estim ates of the cost of 
proposed works have first been subm itted. In 
hut few cases have appropriations been m sde 
tor th e im provem ent of rivers, except in so (ar 
as such im provem ent could be shown to be of 
direct benefit to navigation. Consequently, and 
in line w ith th e policy of G overnm ent aid to 
navigation only, but very little attention could 
be paid by the United States Army Engineers in 
charge of our rivers to tlieir sufiiciency as 
drainage channels. N avigability bciDg assured 
a t the high-w ater stages, they have directed 
th eir entire attention to the conditions w hich 
prevail at the low-water stages ot the rivers, 
and the works recom m ended have in the case 
ot the Sacram ento river never yet been such 
as could have b<en classed as perm auent im ­ 
provem ents. All have been purely of tem po­ 
rary character, such as w ing dam s to cause the 
cutting out ot local sand or gravel bars, the re­ 
m oval of snags and other works of a kindred 
n ature 
W ithin th e last few m onths, how ­ 
ever, the United States Army Engineers have 
com m enced a w ork-banx protection lor Sacra­ 
m ento river, w hich, to a sm all extent at least, 
m ay am eliorate the condition ot the river at 
points below the sam e by m aintaining an in­ 
creased scouring caaacity of the river, but 
w hich ostensibly is to serve only fur the pur­ 
pose o f prescrviug the integrity of the river 
and of preventing it from leaving its prc:ent 
channel 
Un the San Joaquin river there are a num ber 
of instances w here works recom m ended by the 
U nited States arm y Engineers, and constructed 
at G overnm ent expense, have been in the line 
of perm anent im provem ents, such as connec­ 
tions of the riv e rs alignm ent and the construc­ 
tion o( the overlall w ier in Paradise cut. These 
im provem ents w ere such as m ight be hoped 
to m ake the high w ater stages o f the river 
effective in working a betterm ent of the rivet- 
channel, and were intended to prevent in ju ri­ 
ous chaugcs w hich m ight occur during th e nigh 
stages of the river. 
Rut all works on both of the rivers above 
nam ed have beeu sanctioned by the United 
States arm y engineers solely because it was by 
them believed th a t these works would improve 
the low-water navigability ot the rivers, not be­ 
cause they im proved the rivers as drainage 
channels, or reduced the dauger of a Hooding 
of low lands. 
The most notable precedent w hich has been 
established o f an expenditure of motiey by 
Congress for the prevention of the inundations 
of large areas oí laud is in the case o f the Mis­ 
sissippi river. As early as 1812 Congress appro­ 
priated a large sum of m oney to be used iu de­ 
vising a system of preventing tbe inundation of 
the Mississippi delta, and the im provem ent 
of 
the 
m ouths 
of 
th at 
river. 
This 
purpose 
w as 
clearly 
expressed 
in 
the 
Act 
appropriating 
the 
m oney, 
and 
in 
conform ity w ith the policy then indicated Con­ 
gress has been m aking appropriations annually 
tor the construction and protection of levees 
along the banks of the Mississippi river, fur the 
relief ot sufferers from overflow caused by tbe 
breaking of levees m aintained at G overnm ent 
expense, and for kindred putqioscs. 
It m ay be uiged th at a system atic treatm ent 
of tbe Mississippi river could not be bad bv a 
co-operation ot States whose policies iu this di­ 
rection were liable to change, and th a t it was 
therefore a necessity for Congress to take cog­ 
nizance of the peculiar condition there prevail­ 
ing and to point out through a properly consti­ 
tuted River Commission w hat works should be 
carried out. Congress really did this, and it did 
more. The cost of the works was not appor­ 
tioned to the several States th at were interested. 
The river im provem ent was paid for out ot the 
national treasury and th e work still goes on. 
The rivers of California above nam ed, w hich, 
w ith th eir tributaries, represent 
hh 
aggre­ 
gate navigable length 
of about (WO miles, 
are not throughout their navigable portions 
interstate 
rivers 
but 
this 
is 
no reason 
w hy tbe right of the N ational G overnm ent to 
im prove them as drainage channels and to pro­ 
tect th e 1,500,010 acres of land adjacent to them 
and w hich are now inadequately, or not at all, 
protected from overflow, should not be ex er­ 
cised as fully aud w ith as good reeults as m ight 
be done if California w eie not the one great 
State th at it is, but was cut up into a num ber 
of sm all States, like those aloug the Mississippi 
river. 
' 
The im portance oí C alifornia's rivers as com* 
m ercial highw ays is unquestioned, aud has 
quite recently been recognized iu congress by 
the River aud Harbor Com m ittee of tbe House 
of Representatives, w hich lms recom m ended 
tbe appointm ent of a special Hoard of Army 
Eng.ueers to exam ine into the condition of 
these rivers aud to propose a com urehcusive 
treatm ent. But California has still another 
reason to advance why Congress should si cuce 
a-sum e coutrol of th e water-ways in the San 
Joaquin aud Sacram ento valleys" for the p ur­ 
pose ot bettering m em as drainage channels, as 
well as to im prove th eir navigability. The use­ 
fulness of tbe m ain water-wavs as 
outlets 
for 
fiood ; w ater. 
as 
w ell 
as 
their 
navigability ,lias beeu greatly im paired bv the 
deposit of m iuing debris iu the river channels. 
This debris is the direct result of the hydraulic 
m ining industry w hich was sanctioned bv the 
United siates G overnm ent at the lim e wiien the 
great gravel deposits of the Sierra N evada were 
sold as m ineral laud from w hich gold Could not 
be profitably extracted except by tbe hydraulic 
process. The injury done by the m ining debris 
to the m ain channels of the rivers is not a fan­ 
cied injury. 
It can be traced w ith absolute 
certainty along the course of the Sacram ento 
river up to the m outh of the F eather liver, up 
this stream past the m outh of the Rear river to 
the m outh of the Yuba, and up the Am erican. 
Bear and Yuba iu each case trom the ^mouths 
oi these stream s to the potuts w here lliry leave 
the hills 
The ex .cu t of this injury and the 
loss of the capacity of the rivers need not be 
expressed even relatively by me at this time. 
It is sufficient for me to slate th at here at Sa< ra- 
m ento the w aterw ay ot the river, w hen w ater 
was at the top of natural banks (19 teet on river 
rod) in ISM, was about 31,-tCU sq. ft., while the 
average of m any m easurem ents since 1879 m ake 
the waterway at the sam e stage of the river only 
19,100 square feet: tne available channel dur- 
iug this tim e having been about 12 :!00 square 
feet, or 39 per cent- less th an it would have been 
it hydraulic m iuing had never been practiced. 
The low w ater plane at Sacram ento Is now at 
about 7.5 ou the river rod. It was 7 5 feet lower 
in 1819. The lowest point of th e river bottom 
just below tbe city of Sacram eu o. w here a sand 
bar now lies in the river, at its low stages, is 
some three feet higher than the old low -w ater 
plane of th e river. 
th ese great changes having been brought 
abo .t by hydraulic m ining 0[*eraiiiiiis (the dis­ 
astrous effects of w hich w hen debris is dis­ 
charged into the rivers are at last being recog­ 
nized by the United Stares Governm ent author­ 
ities), it is but right th at they should be restored 
to th eir original usetuluess a t the expense of 
the national Governm ent. 
It is therefore clearly w ithin th e province of 
the proper G overnm ent authorities to under­ 
take the im provem ent of California w ater­ 
courses as drainage channels, as well as to m ain­ 
tain th tir navigability. 
It follows th a t the 
rivers at th eir flood stages, w hen th eir capacity 
is far less th an it was before hydraulic m iuiug 
com m enced, should receive the sam e considera­ 
tion which they receive at th eir low stages, and 
it will not then be long before C o n g r e s s wilt 
have lielore it the necessary recom m endations 
tor a com Aeheusive treatm ent of th e rivers 
above nam ed, looking to tlieir perm anent im ­ 
provem ent as ibe draiuw ays and as ilm com ­ 
m ercial highw ays of the great central valley. 
U nder the 
law creating the Commission, 
w bicn certainly does not intend to m ake the 
Coir, m ission a p art o f the kibby at the national 
capital, the most useiul work ivh ch can now 
be undertaken m»y be enum erated as follows:

Of_floods and a history of reclam ation wo ks. ’ 
7. To show the changes taused by m ining 
debris.

To outline and disauss the relief m easures 
proposed in tne pa-t

To m ake special 
exam ination o f the 
m ouths of Sac-am ento and .-an Joaquin rivers 
and of a num ber of selected points, including 
the m onth of Yuba river, the m outh of Bear 
river, tne m uih ot Feather river, the m outh of 
Am erican river, the head of Sream bnat slough. 
Hog-back, the m onth o f Cache b lough, th e out­ 
falls of Cache and Pum h creek-, P aradi e Cjft, 
the head of old Fan Joaquin river and other 
points.

The subject w hich has been intrusted to this 
Commission for investigation and report is one 
of great im portance to California, and the 
Commt-sion should receive the earnest e>-oper- 
ation of all w ho cau in aoy way aid it in carry­ 
ing its w ork forwa-d to a successful outcom e. 
The law creating this Commission is defect­ 
ive in not plactug an expense fund, out of 
w hich to pay for hire of assistants and other 
necessary expenses, at he U rm m ission's dis- - 
nosal. T he only provision m ade for expenses is ' 
in the clause providing for paym en: or th e trav ­ 
eling expenses ol each m em ber of the Commis­ 
sion. The fJoutmission is therefore com pelled 
to work at a great disadvantage, aud even 
though th e offer of its id tv ilu al m em bers to a d ­ 
vance m oney for its use be accepted, th e sum 
thus secured w ill fail far short of the am ount 
w hich could i>e profitably expendí J in its work.

AND 
BOARD OP 
EQUALIZATION ALTERNATE. 


A lleged Q uestionable M ethods o f a R oad 


O v erseer—A n d ro s Isla n d T ru stees 
E lectio n C alled. 


The Board of Supervisors reassembled 
yesterday forenoon. Chairm an Ross pre­ 
siding and all the members present. 
A report was received from County Sur­ 
veyor Boyd on the m atter of the disputed 
boundary line between Sacramento and 
San Joaquin counties, near Dry creek. In 
the report the Surveyor said he had dis­ 
covered that some 800 acres for which 
taxes had been paid into San Joaquin’s 
treasury belonged to Sacramento county. 
[The facts were published two weeks ago in 
the R e c o r d - U n i o n .] 
Supervisor Tebbets rem arked, after hear­ 
ing the report, that steps should be taken 
to get the am ount of taxes collected by San 
Joaqnin. 
F. Shepherd, the draughtsm an w ho made 
up the official county map, disputed the 
assertion of the Surveyor. H e said the 
State lines had been clearly established, 
and the Assessor's books were m ade np in 
accordance with them . San Joaqnin,how ­ 
ever, claimed that its lines extended above 
D ry creek, and assessed accordingly. Sac­ 
ram ento had also assessed down to Dry 
creek—thus some persons had been paying 
taxes 
into 
both counties. 
Sacram ento 
county had lost nothing. Both counties 
were now agreed upon the lines and there 
would be no more double assessing. 
G. A. K nott and H. H ebb of Isleton ap­ 
peared before the Board to “kick” against 
the m anner in which 
Road 
Overseer 
Dickey of their district is doing his work. 
They claimed tbat Dickey keeps a hotel 
down there and gets the board bills paid by 
giving the boarders all the road work. 
These boarders were not practical road- 
workers. and the result was extravagant 
outlays for little or no work in return. 
K nott went still further by intim ating that 
there was worse than this going on, and he 
suggested that the Board would do well to 
exam ine some of Mr. Dickey’s demands 
closely. 
After some discussion the Board practi­ 
cally decided to take Mr. Dickey’s place 
from him tem porarily, and in the m ean­ 
tim e Chairm an Ross would look into the 
m atter, as well as to have done the road 
work said to be necessary. 
The Board met for a few m inutes as a 
Board of Equalization and then took a re­ 
cess. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Supervisors reconvened at 2 p . m . 
and considered the application of residents 
of Andrus Island for permission to hold 
their annual election of Trustees. The 
permission was granted. 
On motion of Mr. Tebbets the Building 
Comm ittee was authorized to have the 
H all of Records polished up, so as to ren­ 
der it a fit companion for the freshly 
painted Court-house. The m oldings are 
to be painted, the iron work shined up, 
and other necessary painting and cleaning 
done. 
After this the Board again convened as a 
Board of Equalization and received pro­ 
tests from property owners as follows: 
Chris Weisel, two lots, with im prove­ 
ments, in the block bounded by O, P, 
Twenty-eighth and Tw enty-ninth streets, 
assessed at $7 500; claims that it is worth 
but 86,000. 
Also, eighty acres ten miles 
south of Sacramento city, assessed 
at 
$2,400; should be $400. 
E. R. Parvin, lands on Grand Island, as­ 
sessed at $25,900; should be $12,000. 
Mrs. M. A. H enshy, 229 acres in Swamp 
Land Survey No. 30Í, assessed at $10,030; 
should be $11,450. 
Ellen H. Robbins, im provem ents on lot 
bounded by G, H, Eleventh and Twelfth 
streets, assessed at $450; should be $200.

Well, he was indulging in one of these 
spasmodic promenades w hile the Board 
was sitting as a Board of Equalization late 
Monday atternoon, when his eye happened 
to rest upon the ponderous assessment roll 
books which had been spread out on a 
table for the use of the Board and persons 
who wished their assessments reduced. 
“ H um ph! 
W onder w hat these fellows 
have been putting me down for this year,” 
he muttered as he* stepped over to the 
table and began turning over the leaves of 
the largest book. 
Presently he came to the page wherein 
the judgm ent of the assessor as to the 
value ot Mr. Bates’ ranch was recorded. 
The Supervisor dropped his cigar, his eyes 
bulged from their sockets, hts face became 
livid and he began to gasp for breath.

The appropriation of $300 for the H orri­ 
bles was ordered paid. 
The athletic club's item of $450 was also 
approved. 
W . B. Miller stated that owing to the 
great success of the athletic entertainm ent, 
he thought a vote of thanks should be ten­ 
dered the club. The entertainm ent was 
one of the big features of the day, and he 
hoped that the club would come forward 
again in future celebrations. 
The show 
had proved a surprise to all who attended, 
and the fact that such an organization be­ 
longed to Sacramento reflected credit upon 
the city. 
In conclusion he made a motion 
to the effect tbat the Secretary beinstrncted 
to convey the thanks of the comm ittee to 
the Sacramento A thletic Club in writing 
for the able m anner in which it had car­ 
ried oat the entertainm ent. The motion 
was carried unanim ously. 
Other bills were then read and approved 
as follows: Fire departm ent, $125; Grand 
Marshal, $100; signal corps, $30; salntes, 
$50; music, $519; printing; $471 20; janitor,

IS THE SENATE. 
W ashington, July 8th.—In the Senate to-day 
th e conference report ou the Silver b it was 
taken up. 
Vest stated the rea.sous why he should vote 
agaiast the report. A large «majority of the 
Senate had voted, he said, fur the free coinage 
of silver, but the conference report absolutely 
did away with all idea of ¡free coinage and it 
v as intended to continue the system under 
which silver had been persistently and con­ 
sistently degraded s.inoe 1S73. He was anxious 
to see absolute parity between the two metals. 
He would like to see the time when sixteen 
ounces of silver would purchase an ounce of 
gold, and when an ounce oi gold would con­ 
tinue (as at presentí to purchase sixteen otiDoes 
of silver. It has been put in, he said, for the 
puriiose ot saying to the Treasury Department 
that until silver came to a parity with gold it 
should pay out gokl and public business should 
be conducted ou a gold basis. He for one 
would never vote to ma ntain and continue that 
practice. He never had been a "silver man’’ 
for the purpose of booming silver. 
Coke followed Vest in a concurring speech. 
Sherman defended and explained the confer­ 
ence report. 
The question had arisen in the Conference 
Committee, he said, whether the two houses 
could be brought to an agreement on the two 
bills passed by them respectively. In the first 
section of the conference bill the language of 
the first section o f the House bill had been re­ 
tained somewhat, but the amount of silver to 
be purchased had been increased. It has been 
made mandatory, not permissive, ou the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury to buy 4,600,900 ounces of 
silver each month, which ai the rate of 8129 
an ounce (or 15 to 1) would amount to a yearly 
issue of about 878,009,096 in treasury no.es. 
Siewait—"Does the Senator from Ohio think 
there Is any danger of the Secretary of the 
Treasury lsiling to buy 4.500,000 ounces of silver 
per mouth, if he can get it at less tnan par, as 
provided in the Act?” 
Sherman—“Not the slightest. 
The Senate 
cannot legislate on the idea that the officer of 
the Government will not execute the law.” 
Voorhies said the trouble about the confer­ 
ence bill was not whether the Secretary of the 
Treasury would obey the Jaw, but that every 
single section of the bill gave discretion to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, who was “ packed” 
against silver. Every single section of the bill 
conferred and was intended to confer discretion 
ou the Secretary of the Treasury by which he 
could destroy, dishonor and degrade silver as 
money. He did not reflect upon the present 
Secretary of the Treasury. The Treasury De­ 
partment had been packed against silver ever 
since he (Voorhies) had been a member of the 
Senate, not merely under the Republican party, 
but under his own party, until he was weary 
of it. 
At 3 o’clock the conference report on the 
6ilver bill went over until to-morrow, and eulo­ 
gies on the late Representative Cox of New 
York were begun. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
W ash in g to n, July 8th.—In the House to-day 
the Senate ameudmeuts were concurred in to 
the House bill for the admission of the State of 
Wvomlng 
On motion of Carey of Wyoming the Senate 
amendments were concurred in to the House 
bill for the disposal of abandoned military res­ 
ervations in W voming. 
The Speaker laid before the House the Senate 
bill to adopt regulations for preventing colli­ 
sions at sea 
The bill having been read, Dingley of Maine 
explained that the purpose of the bill was the 
adoption of the regulations to prevent collisions 
at sea, which had been unanimously adopted 
by the Interuational Marine Conference. The 
members of the conference were of opinion 
that the code of signals provided in the bill 
would prove more eflective than any other that 
could be devised. 
The previous question was then ordered and 
the bill passed by yeas 125. nays 15. 
Cannon, from the Committee on Rule», re­ 
ported a resolution for calling up the original 
package and bankruptcy bills, but Payton in­ 
terposed the land grant forfeiture bill, and the 
House refused to consider the resolution. 
Adjourned. 


LO W ER CA LIFO R N IA . 


P ositive lu fo n n a tio u T liat th e E nglish 
C om pany W as t« A ttem p t Seizure. 
Washington, July 8th.—As a result of Colonel 
E. C. Foster’s recent trill to California and 
Lower California, made at the instance of At­ 
torney General Miller, for the purpose of ob­ 
taining exact information as to the alleged con­ 
spiracy on the part of an English company to 
take forcible possession of the peninsula of 
Lower Caliiornia and to hold it against the 
Mexican Government, the Department of Justice 
is just now in i>ossession of the real facts of the 
«jase. 
The English company in question, entitled 
“ The Mexican Land and Colonization Com­ 
pany,” had undoubtedly made careful prepara­ 
tions to seize the peninsula and establish an in­ 
dependent government. 
The premature ex­ 
posure of the plau was all that prevented Its 
consummation. 
Foster said to-day that he did not believe 
there would oe any further attempts to seize 
Lower California, as Mexico was forewarned 
and would protect herself against a repetí’ion 
of the plot. Moreover, the English company 
that had inspired the scheme will have to do k 
good deal of explaining to the Mexican Gov­ 
ernment before it is through with the affair 
The evidence against the company in this mat­ 
ter was absolute and could uot be "controverted. 


W ashington N otes. 
Washington, July 8th.—The House Commit­ 
tee on .Elections has disposed of two of the Mis­ 
sissippi coutested election cases—Hill vs. Catch­ 
ing*. from the Third district, and Rem achan 
vs. Hooker, from the Seveuth. The decision 
was in favorof the silting Democratic members, 
Catehings and Hooker. 
Brigadier-General Benjamin H. Grierson was 
placed on the retired list. 
Representative Belknap to-day reported favor­ 
ably from the Committee on Invalid Pensions a 
bill granting a pension of *12 a month to all 
women who served as army nurses in the late 
war for a period of six months or more, and 
who rendered services to the sick on the battle­ 
field.

T H E B E H R IN G SEA TRO U BLE. 


A Story P u rp o rtin g to Give th e In sid e 
F a c ts o f th e N egotiations. 
New Y ork, July Sth.—The World this morn­ 
ing has a double-leaded story purporting to give 
the history and present status of th * negotia­ 
tions between the United States and Great Brit­ 
ain relative to the Behring Sea sealery dispute. 
It stated that Blaine began by trying to m ain­ 
tain th it Behring Sea was a clu6ed sea, but was 
forced to abandon that position. He then con­ 
tended that the United States had certain legal 
rights In Behriug Sea which Great Britain did 
uot possess, but after a long debate fiually con­ 
ceded that the m atter was one to be settled by 
agreement. 
When Blaine raised the question of the right 
of the United States to prevent the capture of 
seals in Behring seaby British vessels Sir Julian 
Pauncefote pointed out that when Russia set up 
the saíne contention in 1824 this Government 
was first to resist It. After much argument on 
this point Blaine made the proposition that no 
persons except the Nrrth Am ricau Commis­ 
sioners’ companies under contract with the 
United States should be allowed to capture teals 
in Behring sea. 
Finding that Sir Julian Pauncefote would 
not consent to such an arrangement, he was 
perplexed, yet prepared to listen to the proposi­ 
tion advanced by the British Minister, which 
was to prevent the destruction of seals in 
Behring Sea during a certain season, and to 
keep British and Canadian vessels outside of 
the prybylor zone until the matter could be re- 
•erred to a joiut commission appointed by both 
Governments. In case of the failure to arrive at 
a satisfactory agreement, the matter was to be 
referred to one ortivo of the crow tied heads of 
Europe to act as an aibitration commission, 
whoso decision in the malier was to be final. 
This proposition was said to have been entirely 
satisfactory to Blaine, but by no means pleas 
tug to the President, who rejected it. 
The World slates that likely there may be a 
branch of information relating to the subject 
which would, it made public, cause it to appear 
in a less serious light. If the matter were as 
grave as has been indicated, it is not at all 
likely that Blaine would be resting quietlv at 
Bar Harbor. 
■SO TRUTH IN THE REPORT. 
Y ictoria (B. C.). July 8th.—The statements 
which have been appearing iu American papers 
dated \ ictoria, to the effect that schooners were 
arriving here ami at Maple bay for the purpose 
of resistance to American revenue cutters iu 
the Behring Sea, are wholly without founda­ 
tion. Sealers are generally of the opinion «hat 
no seizures will he made this year, and have 
gone into the Behring Sea In large numbers. 
There is a rumor here that the Eng.ish war 
cruisers lately arrived in port will go into the 
Behring Sea for the protection of British seal 
ears, but this has not yet been confirmed.
